Explanation  of  Changes  in  Average  Salary  and  Average  Grade 

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  has  experienced  an  increase  in  average  grade 
and  in  average  salary  between  the  FY  I96I+  CY  estimate  and  the  FY  I96U 
actual,  and  between  the  FY  I965  BY  estimate  and  the  FY  I965  CY  estimate. 

These  increases  have  been  thoroughly  analysed.  The  affect  of  within  grade 
increases  on  average  salary  was  determined  by  obtaining  the  difference 
between  the  amount  paid  at  the  base  rate  for  each  grade  and  the  actual 
rate  paid  for  each  grade  and  comparing  the  average  payment  in  excess  of 
the  base  rate  in  each  of  the  years .   We  found  that  within  grade  portion  of 
the  196^  Actual  Year  exceeded  the  196^  current  year  estimate  from  last 
year's  budget  by  only  $26  while  the  total  average  salary  increase  was 
$13^+;  and  the  average  grade  advanced  from  7-8  to  8.0  This  same  increase 
in  atrerage  grade  is  also  reflected  in  FY  1965,  "where  the  increase  in 
average  salary  over  the  previous  FY  I965  estimate  is  $119  (discounting 
the  pay  raise  affect).  Since  the  preponderance  of  the  increase  in  average 
salary  results  from  the  increase  in  average  grade  which  occurred  in  FY  196^4- _, 
an  explanation  of  this  increase  is  in  order. 

The  size  and  complexity  of  Bureau  administered  programs  have  increased 
greatly  in  the  past  five  years.  Manpower  increases  have  not  kept  pace 
with  program  increases  especially  in  the  last  two  years.  Positions 
formerly  utilized  for  subprofessional  and  even  clerical  work  have  of 
necessity  been  converted  to  professional  positions,  to  cope  with  the  ex- 
panding professional  workload.  Professional  positions  which  are  estab* 
lished  to  analyze ;  direct  and  carry  out  complex  resource  management  programs 
have  necessarily  been  classified  at  GS  grades  well  infjexcess  of  the  sub- 
professional  positions  which  they  replaced. 

This  trend  from  clerical  and  technical  jobs  to  higher  graded  professional 
positions  is  well  illustrated  by  the  programs  of  the  activity  "Lease  and 
disposal  of  lands  and  mineral  resources ,"   In  this  activity  emphasis  is 
being  shifted  from  land  office  functions  involving  repetitive  clerical 
actions  on  casework  to  field  investigations  and  analyses  requiring  pro- 
fessional realty  specialist  personnel. 

A  training  and  promotion  agreement  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
covering  resource  managers  and  engineers  in  grades  GS-5  and  7  has 
accelerated  promotions  from  GS-5  to  7  and  GS-7  to  9-   This  agreement  has 
been  cancelled  pending  a  government -wide  study  of  all  such  training  plans, 
but  the  effects  will  continue  to  be  felt  during  this  fiscal  year  for 
those  employees  hired  before  the  cancellation  of  the  agreement.  The 
recent  reorganization  of  the  Washington  Office  has  resulted  in  some 
upgrading  of  key  positions  due  to  increased  complexity  of  their  res- 
ponsibilities. 
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Further  increases  in  average  grade  and  salary  are  not  contemplated 

for  FY  1966.  The  manpower  utilization  and  cost  reduction  committee  of  the 

Bureau  will  be  utilized  to  restrict  further  upward  trends  in  these  areas.

1.  Lease  and  disposal  of  lands  and  mineral  resources.  -  Applications  are 
acted  upon  for  all  types  of  land  use  and  for  lease  of  mineral  resources, 
principally  oil  and  gas.  Comprehensive  inventory  of  land  resources  and 
field  investigations  are  made  in  order  to  determine  the  "best  use  of  the 
resources  and  classify  the  lands  accordingly.   General  information  is 
disseminated  to  the  public,  including  information  contained  in  the  land 
records  which  are  being  modernized.   The  increase  in  I966  will  provide 
for  increased  land  tenure  analyses  and  classification  of  public  lands  and 
for  completion  of  the  recreation  inventory  of  ELM  administered  lands , 

2.  Management  of  grazing  lands „  -  The  178  million  acres  of  public  lands 
available  for  grazing  which  are  used  by  over  26,000  stockmen  are  managed  and 
protected.  Proper  management  of  these  lands  provides  protection  from  fire, 
erosion,  overuse,  unseasonal  use  and  trespass,  thereby  perpetuating  forage 
resources.  The  increase  in  I966  will  accelerate  multiple-use  management 

of  the  public  lands,  including  the  management  of  wildlife  habitat, 

3.  Forestry.  -  A  total  k6   million  acres  of  eommercia[l  forest  lands  and 
111  million  acres  of  woodland-type  lands  are  managed.  The  1966  program  in- 
cludes the  sale  of  1.376  billion  board  feet  of  timber  for  anticipated  re- 
ceipts of  $36.^-  million.  The  I966  program  will  provide  for  increased  fire 
protection  of  forested  areas. 

k.      Cadastral  surveys . -  Surveys  are  performed  to:   locate  and  identify  legal 
boundaries  of  lands  under  application  for  lease  or  disposal,  including  sub- 
merged lands  on  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf ;  assist  in  the  resource  management 
of  public  lands;  provide  legal  descriptions  needed  by  other  Federal  agencies; 
and  to  permit  States  to  obtain  title  to  lands  granted  them  by  law, 

5.  Soil  and  moisture  conservation.  Public  lands  in  critical  condition  from 
erosion  are  conserved  and  rehabilitated  and  restored  to  productivity.  Areas 
infested  by  halogeton,  medusahead  and  other  noxious  weeds  are  treated. 
Cooperative  programs  and  local  groups  will  be  expanded.   Increased  funds 
will  be  used  to  halt  deterioration  and  foster  multiple  use  of  the  public 
lands , 

6,  Fire  suppression,  -  Fires  are  fought  on  or  threatening  lands  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management ,  During  the  first  three  months 
of  the  current  fiscal  year,  over  W-^,000  acres  were  burned  and  costs  of 
suppression  approximated  3°1  million.  A  supplemental  appropriation  for 

I965  is  anticipated  for  separate  transmittal.

Management  of  Lands  and  Resources  (continued) 

7.  Maintenance  of  physical  facilities.  -  Physical  maintenance  is  provided 
for  about  630  structures  used  as  storehouses,  equipment  shelters,  fire  crew 
barracks  and  similar  purposes.  The  increase  in  1966  will  provide  for  the 
increasing  costs  of  current  and  deferred  maintenance  and  for  maintenance 
requirements  resulting  from  construction  of  additional  sanitation  and  pro- 
tection facilities. 

8.  Maintenance  of  access  roads.  Maintenance  is  provided  for  access  roads 
on  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  grant  lands  and  on  the  public  lands.  The  increase 
in  1966  will  provide  for  the  acceleration  of  repair  work  to  restore  roads 
to  usable  condition.  Preventive  as  well  as  corrective  maintenance  will 
be  performed  on  nearly  5,800  miles  of  existing  roads. 

9-  General  administration.  -  Executive  direction  is  provided  and  services 
such  as  financial  and  personnel  management,  procurement,  management  analysis, 
and  internal  auditing  are  performed  in  support  of  the  programs  of  the  Bureau. 
The  increase  in  1966  will  provide  for  expansion  in  administrative  support 
of  substantially  enlarged  resource  management  programs  and  for  augmented 
staffs  to  improve  administrative  systems  especially  those  that  can  con- 
tribute to  better  manpower  and  fund  utilization.
